Yes,  it  seems  so;  at 
least  so  declared  Dr.  Lillian  Gil- 
brith,  recently  a  luncheon  speaker 
with  us.  Dr.  Gilbrith,  the  mother 
of  eleven  children,  wife  and  home 
keeper  of  Frank  Bunker  Gilbrith  of 
Mont  Clair,  N.  J.,  finds  time  to 
write  many  books  relating  to  indus- 
trial engineering  and  is  an  author- 
ity on  business  efficiency.  Mrs. 
Phoebe  Apperson  Hearst  is  cited  as 
an  ideal  homemaker,  one  who  has 
both  "a  desk  and  a  fireside." 


Dr.  Esther  Lovejoy,  noted 
woman  physician,  who  was  decor- 
ated by  the  King  of  Greece  a  few 
weeks  ago  with  the  first  Greek  war 
cross  ever  awarded  a  woman,  came 
home  in  the  steerage  from  Europe 
lately,  in  order  to  save  money  for 
hospital  work  among  sufferers  in 
Greece.

CLUB   HISTORY 

Alice  T.  Burnell  was  the  first 
President  of  the  Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Women's  Club  which  was 
organized  in  the  year  1917.  The 
first  meeting  was  held  in  the  south 
room  of  the  Hotel  Oakland  on 
March  16  of  this  year  with  some 
fifty  members  present.  Eighty-six 
names  were  upon  the  roster  at  that 
time.  Not  a  bad  beginning,  was  it, 
for  a  club  that  is  destined  to  be- 
come an  important  factor  in  the 
making  of  Oakland's  history?  As- 
sociated with  Mrs.  Burnell  were 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Bishop,  first  vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs.  Robert  Bull,  second 
vice,  and  Helen  Power,  third  vice. 
Mrs.  Gladys  Lent  Barndollar  was 
the  first  secretary  with  Bessie 
Wood  serving  as  Treasurer  and 
Director.  All  of  these  good  ladies 
are  still  active  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Club,  having  served  in  various  ca- 
pacities since  the  good  old  days. 
Mrs.  Burnell  is  contemplating  a 
trip  to  Europe  during  the  coming 
summer  vacation.

CLUB  HISTORY. 

Followng  Mrs.  Alice  T.  Burnell, 
came  Miss  Bessie  J.  Wood  who 
served  as  the  second  president  of  the 
Business  and  Professional  Women's 
Club  of  Oakland  during  the  years

mained at  home  and  "kept  the  home 
fires  burning".  It  will  be  recalled 
that  noted  women  speakers  were 
featured  at  that  time  under  the 
direction  of  the  club,  notably,  Mrs. 
Robson  of  Washington,  and  the  only 
woman  sergeant  in  the  Serbian  army. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Drake  and  Mrs.  Syl- 
via Sternberg  served  as  vice-presi- 
dent and  secretary  respectively,  with 
Mesdames  Rollar,  Whitaker,  Fan- 
ning, Sweet  and  Dr.  Clement  on  the 
board.

In  outlining  the  growth  and 
needs  of  schools  in  America  the 
good  Doctor  stressed  more  space  for 
our  children  to  breathe  and  live  and 
play  in  for  we  must  make  good  the 
promise  of  democracy  which  is  as 
Lincoln  wisely  said:  "May  I  ex- 
press a  hope  that  the  time  will  come 
in  this  country  when  every  boy  and 
every  girl  may  be  guaranteed  an 
equal  start  and  a  fair  chance."

ECHOES  FROM 
PORTLAND. 


Last  week  the  Herald  office  was 
flooded  with  copies  of  the  Portlalnd 
Oregonian  and  other  papers  of  the 
north  telling  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  big  meet  of  1500  business  wo- 
men from  all  over  the  country  in 
convention  there.  And  Portland 
boosters  with  their  band  met  all 
trains  and  took  care  of  the  ladies 
fine;  the  Rosarians  were  "on  the 
job"  also  and  the  whole  northwest 
saw  to  it  that  good  reports  of  that 
wonderful  country  went  back  home 
with  each  delegate. 

Wasn't  it  splendid,  too,  that  Miss 
Adelia  Pritchard,  who  was  chairman 
of  reception  and  president  of  the 
Portland  Business  Women's  Club 
was  elected  to  the  presidency  of  the 
National  Association  meeting  in 
Texas  next  year.  Hats  off  to  a 
western  woman,  girls,  and  let's 
stand  behind  Miss  Pritchard  this 
coming  year  and  make  her  regime 
a  notable  one! 

Lena  Lake  Forrest,  popular  and 
retiring  national  president  pleaded 
for  good  American  citizenship 
among  business  women  in  her  open- 
ing address  of  the  convention. 

"We  are  business  women,  but  we 
are  American  citizens  first.  The 
American  woman  is  not  a  good  busi- 
ness woman  unless  she  is  first  a 
good  American  citizen,"  she  said. 
"There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  left 
where  the  women  of  the  American 
business  world  stand  on  education, 
health  and  moral  standards,"  conti- 
nued Mrs.  Forrest.  "But  if  this 
power  is  to  bring  to  the  federated 
business  women  of  this  nation  and 
of  other  nations  its  best  results,  it 
must  cut  a  clean,  straight  trail  into 
every  community." 

"We  have  founded  our  federation 
upon  a  conscientious  desire  to 
serve,"  Mrs.  Forrest  declared.  "We 
are  financially  stable.  It  is  our 
privilege  to  help  young  women  just 
entering  the  business  world."  She 
stressed  the  point  of  the  necessity 
of  women  making  use  of  the  ballot. 
"We  must  elect  the  right  people  to 
enforce  our  good  laws,"  she  said, 
"in  order  that  the  highest  form  of 
citizenship  may  be  preserved." 

Responses  at  the  luncheons

"OUR  PRESIDENT  IS  DEAD!" 

The  dull,  ominous  sound  of  a  gavel  caused  more 
than  a  hundred  club  members,  assembled  in  the  club

to  announce  'Our  President  is  dead!' — the  meeting  is 
adjourned." 

An  awesome  hus!h  fell  upon  the  room  like  a  pall, 
and  with  a  suppressed  cry  each  woman  rose  to  her  feet 
gripped  in  the  startling  news  of  the  President's  sudden 
passing.  Faces  grew  wan  and  tears  flowed  unrestrain- 
edly down,  hand  clasped  hand  and  fearsome  questions 
were  asked  in  faint  whispers.  Then  the  woman  instinct 
rose — the  first,  terrifying  shock  was  over  and  expressions 
of  grief  and  sympathy  for  Mrs.  Harding  in  the  hour  of 
her  greatest  sorrow  came  from  every  lip.  And  women 
understand  for  they  knew,  as  was  verified  by  later 
accounts,  that  Mrs.  Harding  would  be  "the  bravest  of 
them  all". 

The  occasion  was  a  festive  night  for  the  club, 
banquet  and  program,  given  by  the  Portland  delegates 
with  guests  from  San  Francisco,  Berkeley  and  San  Jose 
in  attendance.  The  program  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Sarah 
C.  Borland  was  being  enacted  from  a  stage  in  the  rear 
of  the  room — but  now  its  completion  awaits  a  later 
hour. 

In  welcoming  the  guests  earlier  in  the  evening  our 
president  had  said:  "How  fine  a  thing  it  is  to  break 
bread  with  our  neighbors  and  among  ourselves,  for 
nothing  seems  to  bind  us  quite  so  closely  to-gether  as 
to  meet  like  this  around  the  festive  board."  And  yet 
another  tie  was  being  wrought  of  which  we  not  yet 
dreamed — and  when  it  came  the  club  was  knit  more 
closely  still  in  common  sorrow  for  the  passing  of 
Warren  G.  Harding,  late,  lamented  President  of  the 
United  States.

Many  of  the  members  who  have 
been  the  "stand-bys"  of  the  club 
joined  at  this  time. 

During  Mrs.  MacGibbon's  admin- 
istration the  club  joined  the  Nation- 
al Federation  and  tendered  Lena 
Lake  Forrest,  the  National  President 
of  the  Federation,  a  splendid  recep- 
tion at  the  Hotel  Oakland  on  her 
western  trip. 

The  nucleus  of  our  club-room 
fund  was  inaugurated  at  this  time 
from  which  has  grown  our  present 
club  rooms,  already  inadequate,  and 
OWN  YOUR  OWN  HOME  idea  was 
also  made  a  club  ideal  which  we 
trust  will  soon  blossom  into  a  won- 
derful reality.

CLUB  NEEDS 

AS  YE  EDITORS  SEE  IT. 

In  this  day  of  expert  business  methods  much  is  expected  of  any 
club  especially  one  made  up  of  business  men  or  women.  Ours  is  a 
business  women's  club  and  as  such  should  be  run  on  a  strictly  busi- 
ness basis.  In  the  first  place  no  section  or  department  of  any  club 
has  any  right  to  exist  that  cannot  at  any  time  give  a  reasonable 
account  of  itself. 

CARD  FILING  SYSTEM 

The  club  should  maintain  as  a  part  of  its  business  equipment  a 
complete  card  file  of  its  members,  kept  up  to  date  and  available  for 
reference    at    any    time    to    any    club    member. 

COLLECTION  OF  MONEYS 

All  moneys  collected  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  should  be 
banked  immediately  by  those  in  charge  of  any  club  activity.  Other- 
wise, criticism,  and  even  robbery,  are  often  invited. 

RECEPTIONING 

No  reception  committee  in  a  club  of  more  than  one  hundred 
should  consist  of  fewer  than  five  members  who  know  how  to  receive 
and  who  should  rotate  in  responsibility  in  meeting  all  guests  and 
friends  who  come  to  the  club  rooms.  Several  golden  opportunities 
have  been  lost  to  the  club  during  the  past  few  weeks  when  disting- 
uished guests  have  come  to  some  of  the  weekly  luncheons  and  left 
without  the  proper  greeting  or  introduction  to  the  club  members. 
The  social  contact  is  an  all  important  factor  in  the  growth  of  any 
club  and  if  ours  wishes  to  grow  and  be  known  outside  of  our  own 
circle  we  must  pay  more  attention  to  the  receiving  of  the  stranger 
within  our  gates. 

Then  our  own  club  members  should  become  better  acquainted 
one  with  another.  To  schedule  a  social  evening  is  inadequate— then 
one  is  expected  to  receive  or  be  received,  but  to  do  it  in  passing  is 
the  thing,  from  day  to  day — and  all  the  time. 

RESPONSIBILITIES 

When  one  joins  a  club  she  must  assume  an  added  responsibility 
to  the  life  she  already  leads;  for  it  is  an  added  obligation  to  every 
member.  Service  on  any  committee  entails  responsibility.  If  one 
finds  she  cannot  render  adequate  service  on  a  committee  she  should 
request  that  another  be  appointed  in  her  place. 

PUBLICITY 

No  one  who  understands  news  values  will  say  that  our  club 
always  gets  its  rightful  share  of  publicity  in  the  local  press.  If  any 
publication  seems  not  to  give  recognition  to  our  club  the  matter 
could  easily  be  remedied  by  a  representative  committee  from  the  club 
calling  upon  the  managing  editor  of  said  paper  and  asking  that  our 
club  receive  due  attention. 

To  all  of  the  above  one  might  well  say:  "Away  with  responsibi- 
lity. Business  women  come  to  the  club  room  for  rest  and  relaxation, 
to  lunch  and  to  entertain  a  guest."  Well,  and  good!  but  the  smooth 
administration  of  any  club  is  obvious  only  when  the  various  club 
activities  are  planned  and  carried  out  in  a  business-like  fashion.

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COMMUNITY  PROPERTY   LAW. 

Upon  the  death  of  either  husband  or  wife,  one-half  of 
the  community  property  belongs  to  the  surviving  spouse; 
the  other  half  is  subject  to  the  testamentary  disposition  of 
the  decedent,  and  in  the  absence  thereof  goes  to  the  sur- 
viving spouse,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  thou- 
sand four  hundred  two  of  this  Code,  which  reads 

Community  property  passing  from  the  control  of  the 
husband,  either  by  reason  of  his  death  or  by  virtue  of  tes- 
tamentary disposition  of  the  wife,  is  subject  to  administra- 
tion, his  debts,  family  allowance  and  the  charges  and 
expenses  of  administration;  but  in  the  event  of  such  testa- 
mentary disposition  by  the  wife,  the  husband,  pending  ad- 
ministration, shall  retain  the  same  power  to  sell,  manage 
and  deal  with  the  community  personal  property  as  he  had 
in  her  life-time;  and  his  possession  and  control  of  the 
community  property  shall  not  be  transfered  to  the  personal 
representative  of  the  wife  except  to  the  extent  necessary  to 
carry  her  will  into  effect.  After  forty  days  from  the  death 
of  the  wife,  the  surviving  husband  shall  have  full  power  to 
sell,  lease,  mortgage  or  otherwise  deal  with  and  dispose  of 
the  community  real  property,  unless  a  notice  is  recorded 
in  the  county  in  which  the  property  is  situated  to  the  effect 
that  an  interest  in  the  property,  specifying  it,  is  claimed  by 
another  under  the  wife's  will.

The  Japanese  does  everything  that 
we  do  but  his  manner  of  doing  it  is 
just  reversed. 

In  such  a  catastrophe  as  Japan  is 
now  thrown,  we  would  suffer  much 
and  show  it,  but  the  Japanese  suf- 
fers as  poignantly  and  does  not  show 
it. 

Tokio's  population  is  over  two 
million  in  an  area  of  6  x  9  miles, 
most  of  which  is  below  or  on  the 
water  level  on  made  ground.  There 
are  no  substantial  buildings.  They 
cannot  stand  more  than  average 
earthquake  shocks  which  are  daily 
occurrences  in  Japan.  Residence 
houses  are  of  wood  and  very  lightly 
built  with  no  space  between  them, 
and  only  paths  for  streets. 

The  important  thing  in  this  great 
disaster  is  not  what  has  happened 
but  what  will  happen  in  the  future. 
Every  experience  must  bring  us  a 
lesson.  This  must  bring  us  an  op- 
portunity to  express  ourselves  as  a 
nation  to  the  Japanese.

DO  YOU  KNOW  THAT 


- — The  new  law  which  went  into  effect 
last  year  requires  that  foreign-born 
women  earn  their  own  citizenship 
papers.  Formerly  a  foreign-born 
woman  became  an  American  citizen 
when  her  husband  was  naturalized. 
Now  women  are  required  to  pass 
the  examination  if  they  wish  to  be- 
come American  citizens.

" SAFETY  FIRST" 

Women  are  more  cautious  than  men  and  conse- 
quently have  fewer  accidents,  it  has  been  found  by 
the  Bureau  of  Public  Safety  of  New  York  City. 
Barron  Collier,  deputy  police  commissioner  of  New 
York,  says  that  according  to  the  accident  records  far 
many  more  men  than  women  are  involved.  To 
some  extent  this  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  more  men  than  women  are  occupied  in  work 
that  puts  them  in  danger  of  being  hurt  in  street 
accidents.  But  in  these  days  of  women  in  business, 
of  women  who  run  their  own  cars,  there  are  almost 
as  many  women  as  men  on  the  streets  and  the 
greater  number  of  accidents  suffered  by  men  must 
be  accounted  to  some  extent  "in  the  character." 

In  1922,  for  instance,  of  the  29,061  persons 
injured  in  vehicular  accidents  in  New  York  City, 
21,006  were  males  and  8,055  were  females.  These 
numbers  include  children  and  of  course  the  daring 
and  venturesome  spirit  of  city  boys  leads  to  many 
an  accident. 

In  the  safety  work  which  it  is  doing  the  Bureau 
is  trying  especially  to  get  the  attention  of  pedes- 
trians. This  does  not  mean  any  relaxation  of 
discipline  and  punishment  for  the  motor  speed  fiend. 
He  is  taken  care  of  in  the  courts  and  should  be  dealt 
with  most  severely. 

The  greatest  reduction  of  accidents  since  the 
establishments  of  Bureaus  of  Public  Safety  all  over 
America  has  been  among  children.  In  Oakland,  for 
instance,  all  credit  is  due  our  fine  police  department 
that  maintains  an  efficient  and  kindly  policeman  at 
all  crossings  adjacent  to  school  buildings.  These 
are  loved,  almost  revered,  by  thousands  of  young- 
sters who  flock  to  their  protection  as  they  cross  the 
crowded  thoroughfares. 

One  lesson  we  business  women  can  put  into  prac- 
tice is  to  cease  to  be  jay  walkers.  Even  though  we 
land  safely  at  our  destination  we  have  disconcerted 
numerous  drivers  of  vehicles  and  street  cars  who 
are  ever  on  the  watch  for  the  unusual  movements  of 
pedestrians — and  seriously,  have  we  the  right  to 
upset  the  system  from  any  angle  when  street  traffic 
is  one  of  the  big  problems  of  our  city  life  at  all 
times? 


GLADYS  L.  BARNDOLLAR 

OUR    FOURTH    PRESIDENT 

Mrs.  Barndollar  was  elected 
president  of  the  Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Women's  Club  in  March, 
1921,  presiding  over  a  membership 
of  seventy  members.

Outstanding  accomplishments  dur- 
ing Mrs.  Barndollar's  regime,  briefly 
told,  were  the  establishment  of  the 
present  club  headquarters  at  1741 
Broadway,  the  equipment  of  same 
and  the  inauguration  of  a  daily 
luncheon  service;  the  furthering  of 
the  plan  for  a  municipal  auto  park; 
adding  Junior  membership  to  the 
club,  the  establishment  of  a  choral 
club,  and  a  score  of  vital,  civic  ac- 
tivities shared  by  other  service 
clubs. 

In  March,  1922,  Mrs.  Barndollar 
was  unanimously  elected  to  serve  the 
club  for  a  second  term.  As  presi- 
dent she  attended  the  Chattanooga 
convention  where  her  services  to  the 
club  were  invaluable  standing  as  she 
did  for  certain  necessary  proposed 
amendments  to  the  constitution  of 
the  national  body  of  B.  P.  W.  Co's. 
An  innovation  in  the  conduct  of  our 
weekly  luncheons  was  put  in  opera- 
tion by  Mrs.  Barndollar,  that  of 
selecting  a  chairman  for  each  lunch- 
eon and  dinner  from  the  club  mem- 
bership thus  giving  all  an  opportuni- 
ty to  familiarize  themselves  with 
public  appearance. 

When  Mrs.  Barndollar  left  the  of- 
fice of  president  in  March  of  the 
present  year  the  club  roster  included 
287  names  representing  many  of  the 
leading  business  and  professional 
women  of  Oakland  and  vicinity.

Our  people  sit  idly  by  and 
are  ignorant  of  the  many  good 
bills  introduced  in  Congress  for 
the  betterment  of  our  people, 
because  they  are  not  interested 
and  do  not  seek  information. 
Hence  we  lack  in  one  of  the 
greatest  privileges  we  have— 
that  of  cheering  the  runner.

Apropos  of  the  above,  we 
are  wondering  how  many  of  our 
readers  can  name  the  laws 
which  have  been  put  upon  our 
statute  books  by  women,  or  by 
their  assistance  to  good  meas- 
ures proposed  by  others.

WOMAN'S  PART  IN  THANKSGIVING 
DAY. 

Do  you  know  that  the  idea  of  having  a  national 
day  of  thanksgiving  and  the  establishment  of  the 
same  as  a  public  holiday  was  the  work  of  a  woman? 

This  woman  was  Sara  Josepha  Hale,  who,  when 
left  a  widow  with  several  small  children  to  care  for, 
was  given  charge  of  the  Boston  "Ladies'  Magazine", 
and  later  became  editor  of  (at  that  time)  the  leading 
woman's  magazine  of  the  world,  "Godey's  Lady's 
Book".  So  far  as  history  goes  Mrs.  Hale  was  the 
first  woman  editor  in  the  world. 

She  was  a  woman  of  talent  and  high  ideals  and 
her  writings  were  beautiful;  she  devoted  her  talents 
to  the  intellectual  advancement  of  women  and 
keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  national  patriotism.  It 
was  she  who  raised  the  money  that  paid  for  the 
erection  of  Bunker  Hill  Monument. 

History  tells  us  there  was  no  general  public 
thanksgiving  after  1628,  until  1776  and  1778,  when 
a  day  of  public  thanksgiving  was  declared  for  vic- 
tories of  the  Continental  army.  In  1789  and  1795 
Washington  called  for  a  national  thanksgiving,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  war  of  1812  another  national 
proclamation  was  made. 

For  many  years  no  national  thanksgiving  was 
observed;  Mrs.  Hale  was  strongly  in  favor  of 
reviving  the  custom  and  set  her  influence  to  work 
and  in  1858  succeeded  in  getting  the  governors  of 
twenty-five  states  and  two  territories  to  proclaim  a 
day  of  public  thanksgiving;  her  plea  for  a  regularly 
established  day  was  kept  up  until  1863  when 
Abraham  Lincoln  declared  a  nation-wide  thanksgiving 
for  the  victories  of  the  army. 

Mrs.  Hale  was  not  yet  satisfied;  thanks  should  be 
given  for  greater  favors  than  the  victories  of  war,  she 
claimed,  so  the  agitation  was  continued  until  in  1864 
Mr.  Lincoln  promised  her  that  while  he  lived  and  was 
president,  he  would  annually  proclaim  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  November  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving. 
Ever  since  that  time,  presidents  have  followed  the 
custom  worked  for  and  won  by  a  woman  and  estab- 
lished by  our  martyred  president.

Surely  everyone  who  joined  in  our  meeting  with  Carrie 
Jacobs  Bond  last  Wednesday  must  have  gained  at  least  a 
little  more  courage,  a  little  more  capacity  to  love  sincerely. 
Those  two  outstanding  characteristics  of  that  noble  woman. 
Love  and  Courage,  must  leave  every  soul  richer  for  having 
the  privilege  of  even  a  brief  contact  with  her. 

And  she  gave  us  a  peep  into  her  innermost  soul  when 
she  said:  "I  do  not  think  it  is  brave  to  tell  that  I  have 
suffered  hardships,  to  tell  that  I  have  been  cold  and  hun- 
gry; it  is  just  telling  something  that  will  give  other  people 
courage."  Not  only  has  Mrs.  Bond  made  adversity  her 
stepping  stone,  but  she  has  climbed  to  the  heights  of  suc- 
cess in  her  art,  so  we  may  well  give  heed  to  her  words: 
"I  think  we  should  be  pretty  careful  to  make  some  kind  of 
a  little  mark  in  our  work  that  is  going  to  stand  out  on  the 
red  letter  day  and  all  the  days  that  are  beyond  and  that 
are  back.  The  people  that  you  remember  in  this  world 
are  those  that  do  things  and  help  others  to  do  things. 
You  cannot  forget  them;  the  years  and  days  are  nothing 
to  the  memory  of  what  they  did;  if  it  is  good  they  will 
last  forever." 

Mrs.  Bond  truly  loves  people;  she  truly  believes  "The 
greatest  asset  in  the  world  is  a  good  friend;  you  can't  get 
on  in  this  world  by  yourself;  you  could  not  accomplish 
anything  if  you  did  not  make  people  like  you.  If  I  have 
had  any  success,  I  feel  it  is  because  I  sincerely  like  folks, 
and  I  am  not  ashamed  to  say  that  I  want  them  to  like 
me.  Everybody  will  like  you  if  you  have  no  bitterness  in 
your  heart;  the  public  can  be  fooled  a  little  while;  but 
the  public  only  really  cares  for  those  who  are  sincere  in 
their  love  and  friendship".  And  she  pleaded:  "Don't 
believe  anything  anybody  says  to  you  that  isn't  nice;  I 
don't  believe  a  living  thing  that  is  said  except  nice  things:

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Sears,  former  edi- 
tor of  the  Independent  Woman  and 
now  head  of  the  New  York  League 
of  Professional  and  Business  Women, 
pondered  over  this  question  and  ad- 
mitted it  was  diffiicult  when  asked 
for  a  "sister"  ranking.  "It  is  diffi- 
cult to  admit  the  list  of  ten,"  she 
said,  "for  there  are  some  4,000  wom- 
en whose  success  has  put  them  in  the 
front  ranks  of  the  business  world." 

"But  foremost  of  these,  I  believe, 
is  Mrs.  Lena  Lake  Forrest  of  Detroit. 
She  probably  has  done  more  for 
blazing  the  way  of  women  into  the 
business  world  than  any  other  per- 
son. A  wizard  at  her  own  work,  in- 
surance, she  matches  up  well  with 
any  of  the  men  in  the  same  calling." 

"Closely  associated  with  her  is 
Miss  Georgia  Emery,  head  of  the 
women's  department  of  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  company.  Formerly 
a  school  teacher,  she  was  forced  into 
business  by  circumstances.  And  she 
made  a  go  of  it.  Now  she  is  busy 
helping  others  to  do  as  much.  'Any 
failure  can  sell  insurance,'  is  her 
idea,  and  she  is  putting  it  over  big. 
She  and  Mrs.  Forrest  both  have 
made  the  exclusive  $500,000  Club, 
bringing  in  at  least  that  much  busi- 
ness every  year." 

Mrs.  Sears  gives  a  very  keen  de-

Mrs.  Zella  McBerty,  a  trained  ma- 
chinist, helped  her  husband  to  de- 
velop the  Federation  Spot  Welder 
company,  of  Warren,  Ohio,  to  a  mil- 
lion dollar  a  year  basis;  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Stubbs  Moore,  a  chemist,  is 
president  and  manager  of  the  Pit- 
man Chemical  company,  Indiana- 
polis. Seventh  in  the  list  is  Mrs.  N. 
B.  Brainerd,  who  builds  the  best  tug 
boats  in  southern  waters;  Miss  Ce- 
cile  Woodbury  is  president  of  an 
iron  foundry  in  Great  Falls,  Mont.; 
Mrs.  Charles  Gould  ol  Oklahoma 
City,  works  with  her  husband,  and 
their  company  of  industrial  geology 
is  kept  busy  making  surveys,  reports 
and  money;  tenth  place  goes  to  Miss 
Alice  Engelhardt  of  Cincinnati,  who 
rose  from  a  $4  a  week  job  as  stock 
girl  to  a  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  Potter  Shoe  company. 

Mrs.  Sears  concludes:  "All  these 
women  are  pioneers  and  leads  in  the 
business  world,  opening  up  new  vis- 
tas for  women.

'How  to  Cook  a  Husband!" 


A  Few  Suggestions 

to  Christmas  Shoppers 


Do  your  Christmas  shopping  late 
so  as  to  avoid  the  early  rush. 

On  the  other  hand,  do  not  wait 
until  Christmas  is  over. 

Try  to  decide  what  you  want  be- 
fore you  buy  it.     Not  afterward. 

Do  not  send  the  present  that  you 
received  from  some  one  last  year  to 
that  same  some  one  this  year. 

Do  not  enclose  the  bill  with  the 
present  you  send. 

Refrain,  if  possible,  from  sending 
such  presents  as  poisonous  snakes, 
snarling  dogs,  wildcats,  scorpions, 
sharks  or  wharf  rats. 

Always  buy  appropriate  presents. 
Thus,  do  not  send  a  carving  set  to  a 
vegetarian  or  a  volume  of  love  lyrics 
to  a  misogynist. 

Leave  the  price  marks  only  on 
those  articles  for  which  you  have 
paid  too  much. 

Try  to  avoid  sending  the  wrong 
present  to  the  right  person. 

Remember  that,  as  Sir  Arthur 
Doyle  has  so  often  told  us,  it  is  the 
spirit  that  counts. 


An  Illinois  cooking  teacher,  Mrs. 
Mary  J.  Marchment,  has  prepared 
for  her  pupils  a  recipe  for  cooking 
husbands  which  is  said  to  be  per- 
fect.    This  is  her  method: 

"Many  husbands  are  utterly  spoiled 
by  mismanagement  in  cooking  and 
so  are  not  tender  and  good.  Some 
women  go  about  it  as  if  their  hus- 
bands were  bladders,  and  blew 
them  up ;  others  keep  them  constant- 
ly in  hot  water;  others  let  them 
freeze  by  their  carelessness  and  in- 
difference. 

"Some  keep  them  in  a  stew  by 
irritating  ways  and  words;  others 
roast  them,  and  others  keep  them 
in  a  pickle  all  their  lives.  It  can- 
not be  supposed  that  any  husband 
will  be  tender  and  good  managed  in 
this  way;  but  they  are  really  deli- 
cious when  properly  treated. 

"In  selecting  your  husband  you 
should  not  be  guided  by  the  silvery 
appearance  as  in  buying  mackerel, 
nor  by  the  golden  tint,  as  if  you 
wanted  salmon.  Be  sure  to  select 
him  yourself,  as  tastes  differ.  Do 
not  go  to  the  market  for  him,  as  the 
best  are  always  brought  to  the  door. 

"Make  a  clear,  steady  fire  out  of 
love,  neatness  and  cheerfulness;  set 
him  as  near  this  as  seems  to  agree 
with  him.  If  he  sputter  and  fizz,  do 
not  be  anxious  about  him;  some 
husbands  do  this  until  they  are  quite 
done.  Add  a  little  sugar  in  the 
form  of  what  confectioners  call 
kisses,  but  no  vinegar  or  pepper 
must  be  used  on  any  account.  A 
litle  spice  improves  them,  but  it 
must  be  used  with  care  and  judg- 
ment. 

'Do  not  stick  any  sharp  instru- 
ment into  him  to  see  if  he  is  becom- 
ing tender;  stir  him  gently,  watch 
the  while,  and  you  cannot  fail  to 
know  when  he  is  done. 

"If  thus  treated,  you  will  find 
him  very  digestible,  agreeing  nicely 
with  you  and  the  children,  and  he 
will  keep  as  long  as  you  wish,  unless 
you  become  careless  and  set  him  in 
too  cold  a  place."

To  pass  from  earth  without  the  realization  of

G.  H.  Baker,  leading  N.  Y.  finan- 
cier, is  eighty- four;  President  Rea 
of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  System, 
is  sixty-eight.  Judge  Lovett  of  the 
Harriman  lines  is  sixty-three,  and 
several  other  railroad  presidents  are 
no  younger. 

The  leading  financiers  are  men  of 
from  sixty  years  upward.  Stephen 
Girard  became  a  banker  after  he 
was  sixty.  Henry  Ford  is  over  sixty. 
Clemenceau,  Joffre,  Lloyd-George, 
Kitchener,  Pershing,  Hindenburg — 
one  might  go  the  world  around  and 
find  that  the  greatest  men  of  current 
history  are  men  of  advanced  age, 
yet  are  not  old  in  mind  or  activity. 
The  fifty  leading  business  men  in 
the  country  average  more  than  61 
years  in  age.  The  exception  seems 
to  be  in  the  matter  of  inventions, 
which  most  frequently  are  made  by 
men  under  forty. 

As  to  musicians,  see  the  peripa- 
tetic Pachmann,  now  touring  at  sev- 
enty-five, or  the  active  Auer,  teach- 
ing at  the  same  age. 

The  adage  "Old  men  for  council, 
young  men  for  war,"  seems  to  be  as 
true  of  today  as  of  yore. 

Age  brings  experience,  balance, 
judgment,  contempt  for  unimportant 
trifles,  and  these  count  much  in  the 
making  of  a  great  teacher— though 
one  does  not  necessarily  have  to 
wait  for  his  third  score  of  years  to 
qualify  as  such.

Business  Dress  For  Business 
Women 

Just  what  constitutes  correct  busi- 
ness dress  for  business  women  is 
a  much  mooted  question — a  point 
of  controversy  which  has  brought 
out  many  interesting  ideas  from  the 
younger  business  women — in  contra- 
diction to  the  expressed  views  of 
some  of  the  more  experienced  exe- 
cutives. 

A  few  rules  should  be  observed 
by  every  woman,  whether  in  business 
or  a  profession,  or  of  the  so-called 
leisure  class. 

First  and  foremost,  the  well 
dressed  woman  is  she  who  selects 
a  becoming  mode.  It  is  ludicrous 
for  a  woman  to  think  that  because 
a  frock  looks  well  on  a  form  in  the 
window  or  show  case,  that  it  will  be 
becoming  to  her. 

This  season  the  styles  are  particu- 
larly becoming  for  women  as  a 
whole,  the  styles  for  the  slender  wo- 
men being  effective,  while  the 
"stylish  stouts"  will  find  modes  of 
the  moment  which  will  be  equally 
becoming. 

The  job  of  the  particular  woman 
should  also  influence  her  dress.  But 
whether  she  be  an  executive  in  a 
large  corporation,  a  lawyer  pleading 
in  court,  a  practising  physician,  a 
teacher,  a  saleswoman  or  a  clerk,  it

dressed,  and  proper  dress  should  be 
just  as  much  a  part  of  her  business 
equipment  as  her  specialized  train- 
ing for  the  job. 

The  woman  whose  sales  job  keeps 
her  out  in  the  open  a  great  deal 
may  decide  that  tailored  suits  are 
most  practical,  and  the  woman  who 
spends  the  greater  part  of  her  time 
in  an  office  may  select  one  piece 
frocks  as  the  most  satisfactory. 
Either  style  of  dress  may  be  as  eco- 
nomical or  as  expensive  as  one 
desires. 

Conservatism  should  be  the  watch- 
word of  all  business  women.  It  is 
far  better  to  err  by  dressing  too 
conservatively  than  to  "over  dress" 
for  business. 

The  business  woman  should  first 
apportion  her  funds  to  determine 
just  what  she  can  expend  on  dress 
for  the  year,  and  then — 
Select  the  becoming  style — 
Select  the  type  of  garments  to  be 
worn — 

Select  the  color  for  the  season — 
And  above  all — be  conservative.

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RESPONSIBILITIES 

An  election  is  upon  us — the  next  issue  of  the  Herald 
will  contain  the  names  of  a  new  set  of  club  officers  elected 
at  next  Thursday's  meeting.  There  is  always  some  appre- 
hension felt  just  before  an  election  lest  the  wrong  ones 
might  be  put  in  office.

The  report  of  president  Bessie  Wood  Gustason  disclosed  among 
the  outstanding  things  accomplished  during  the  year:  two  young  girls 
sent  to  the  city  camp  in  the  Sierras  last  summer  for  their  vacation; 
Christmas  boxes  provided  dinners  for  many  deserving  families;  the 
Junior  Section  was  organized;  an  interclub  weekly  publication  inaug- 
urated; fifty-nine  new  members  added  to  the  membership;  and  a 
series  of  programs  covering  civics,  education,  business,  travel,  human 
endeavor  and  fun,  many  of  which  were  furnished  by  people  of  national 
and  international  note. 

The  report  on  the  development  of  the  building  plans  showed  that 
more  than  half  of  the  stock  in  the  holding  company  has  been  sub- 
scribed; over  one  thousand  dollars  in  stock  was  subscribed  last  evening.

CLARA  BARTON 

We  note  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "Oakland  Trib- 
une" a  fine  tribute  to  Miss  Clara  Barton,  and  a 
commendation  of  the  movement  to  plant  a  tree  on 
April  12th,  as  a  living  memorial  to  one  of  the 
greatest  and  most  patriotic  characters  in  American 
history. 

Clara  Barton  is  the  mother  of  the  American 
Red  Cross;  it  took  her  five  weary  years  to  get  Con- 
gress to  sign  the  treaty;  she  lectured,  wrote,  and 
lobbied  for  it  and  in  1882,  under  President  Arthur 
the  Agreement  was  signed  and  her  dream  became  a 
reality. 

Miss  Barton  was  the  first  president;  she  soon 
realized  that  America  would  give  the  society  little 
to  do  in  way  of  war  work,  so  she  amended  the 
Geneva  treaty  to  provide  for  Red  Cross  aid  in  time 
of  peace.  This  was  the  greatest  and  most  far- 
reaching  piece  of  work  she  could  have  done  as  his- 
tory has  proved.

Memorial  Day 

May  30th 

"  'Tis  the  Sabbath  of  the  Nation, 
'Tis   the  floral  feast  of  May, 
In   remembrance  of  our  heroes 
W e  keep  Memorial  Day." 

This  beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the 
heroes  of  the  Civil  War  was  inaugurated  in  1868; 
General  John  A.  Logan  was  then  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and 
General  N.  P.  Chipman  was  his  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral. Several  years  before  when  General  Chip- 
man  was  abroad  he  saw  a  very  pretty  memorial 
service  and  the  strewing  of  flowers  on  some 
soldiers'  graves  in  a  little  German  cemetery;  he 
had  never  forgotten  the  simple,  tender  ceremony 
and  the  thought  came  to  him,  why  not  establish 
this  custom  for  our  own  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War. 

General  Logan  was  delighted  with  the  idea, 
which  became  a  reality  by  the  issuing  of  General 
Orders  to  every  G.  A.  R.  Post  to  observe  May  30, 
with  appropriate  services  and  the  strewing  of 
flowers  on  the  graves  of  their  comrades. 

For  many  years  a  big  parade  was  one  of  the 
features  and  the  veterans  marched  bravely  at 
the  head  of  the  line,  but  during  this  half  century 
the  ranks  have  been  thinning  and  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  has  become  the  Grand 
American  Remnant. 

This  custom  was  so  beautiful  and  appropriate 
that  it  has  been  adopted  by  practically  every  fra- 
ternal organization  and  many  private  families. 

The  last  two  wars  have  added  many  more  to 
the  silent  ranks. 

"We    love    them    Well,    our    nation's    noble    dead 

Our  fairest  flowers  we  scatter  where  they  lie, 
Sweet  peace   to   thee   within   thy   narrow  bed 

Sleep  on,  dream  on,  thy  fame  shall  never  die."

There  used  to  be  a  joke  about 
a  city  girl  who  said  she  was  going 
to  move  to  the  country  and  keep 
a  cow  and  a  bee.  Keeping  a  bee 
isn't  a  joke  now.  The  other  day 
a  man  in  North  Dakota  sold  a 
half  interest  in  one  bee  to  an 
apiarist  in  Alabama  for  $150. 
The  bee — of  course  it  is  a  queen 
— has  been  shipped  to  the  South- 
ern home  of  the  new  owner.  She 
will  spend  the  winter  there,  re- 
turning to  North  Dakota  in  the 
spring.

FLAQ  DAY 

June  14 

The  authentic  history  of  the  Flag  began  June  14,  1  777, 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  when  the  Continental  Congress  passed 
the   following: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Flag  of  the  thirteen  States  be 
thirteen  stripes,  alternate  red  and  white;  that  the  Union 
be  thirteen  stars,  white  in  a  blue  field,  representing  a  new 
constellation." 

In  1  794  Congress  made  a  law  to  increase  both  stripes 
and  stars  to  fifteen  as  Vermont  and  Kentucky  had  been 
admitted  to  the  Union. 

In  1818  Congress  passed  the  third  and  final  Act  fixing 
the  number  of  stars  and  stripes  on  the  Flag. 

The  Flag  should  have  thirteen  horizontal  stripes,  alternate 
red  and  white;  that  the  Union  have  twenty  stars,  white 
in  a  blue  field.  That  on  the  admission  of  every  new  state 
to  the  Union  one  star  shall  be  added,  and  that  such  addi- 
tion shall  take  effect  on  the  Fourth  of  July  next  succeeding 
such  admission. 

The  United  States  Flag  is  the  oldest  National  Flag  in 
the  world.

There's  no  coward  stripe  upon  it, 
And  no  shame  is  writton  on  it; 
AH   the  blood  that's  in  its  crimson 

Is  the  blood  of  manhood  true;

that  has  continued  with  the  builders  of  the  nation  unto  this  day, 
the  spirit  which  shall,  please  God,  endure  with  it  so  long  as 
nations  shall  exist, — the  spirit  of  love  for  the  common  good,  the 
good  of  all.

HICH  LIGHTS  OF  HOLDING  COMPANY'S  MEETING. 

The  Holding  Company  met  at  the  call  of  Secretary 
Bird  Wilson  on  Monday  evening,  January  19,  1925,  with 
President  Dr.  Lillian  Shields,  presiding. 

Mr.  Chester  H.  Miller,  architect,  was  present  and  gave 
interesting  and  illuminating  facts  relating  to  the  building 
construction. 

The  President's  annual  report  gave  a  detailed  history 
of  the  Holding  Company's  project  from  the  inception  of 
the  idea  of  a  club  building  in  November  25,  1922,  bring- 
ing out  the  idea  that  we  have  our  club  building  to-day 
because  of  an  early  faith  in  the  project  with  pledges  to 
support  it  and  also  by  the  investment  sale  of  the  stock  to 
a  large  body  of  club  members. 

The  auditorium  must  work  all  the  time  as  a  revenue 
of  some  $300.00  is  necessary  to  carry  running  indebted- 
ness. And  there  is  need  of  $940.00  income  per  month  to 
handle  the  finances  satisfactorily. 

Thru  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  McClenegan  and  Dr.  McGil- 
very,  Mrs.  Roberson  paid  to  the  Holding  Company  the 
sum  of  $280.00  for  the  privilege  of  holding  a  recent 
lecture  course.  This  is  one  of  many  possible  sources  of 
revenue. 

The  point  was  brought  out  that  every  stockholder  is 
responsible  for  the  indebtedness  of  $60,000.00.  The 
members  have  a  reputation  in  the  community  to  uphold 
and  a  personal  pride  to  see  their  project  thru  to  a  suc- 
cessful  culmination. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Jessen,  gave 
a  detailed  account  of  the  moneys  involved  which  was 
highly  approved  and  appreciated.  Equipment  to  the 
amount  of  $4000.00  has  been  ordered.  The  total  disburse- 
ments to  date  amount  to  $46,622.41. 

The  auditor's  report  indicated  the  total  assets 
$79,210.63  with  a  liability  of  $60,000.00.  Also  a  deficit 
from  operations  of  $2,494.37  to  date  which  altho  making 
a  rather  unfavorable  financial  showing,  from  a  business 
standpoint  the  results  are  most  gratifying  and  indicate 
the  exercise  of  mature  business  judgment  and  ability  for 
which  those  responsible  are  worthy  of  commendation. 

Dr.  Shields  graciously  gave  credit  for  the  following 
courtesies : 

Thanks  are  due  Mrs.  Florence  King  for  renting  stores 
and  offices;  to  Miss  Bird  Wilson  for  attending  to  all  legal 
matters,  keeping  stock  records,  issuing  certificates  and 
drawing  up  leases,  etc.;  to  Mrs.  Jessen  for  her  untiring 
and  faithful  services  as  treasurer  and  for  keeping  all 
accounts  in  such  creditable  manner;  to  the  accountants, 
the  broker,  the  real  estate  and  insurance  people  who  have 
also   rendered   service. 

And  best  of  all  for  the  sustaining  faith  and  coopera- 
tion shown  by  the  stockholders  thruout  the  entire  two 
years  previous  to  the  completion  of  our  beautiful  club 
house.

COMMENT 

The  president  of  our  club  is  not  a  candidate  to  succeed  herself 
for   the   ensuing   year. 

The  question  then  arises:  Who  shall  be  selected  to  fill  this 
office?  As  many  as  twenty  prominent  members  have  been  talked 
about  during  the  past  two  or  three  weeks  in  club  circles,  many 
importuned  to  accept  the  nomination,  but  to  date  all  have  stead- 
fastly refused  the  honor.  There  is  always  material  a-plenty  to 
fill  every  office  in  any  club,  but  because  of  the  work  and 
responsibility  involved  capable  nominees  steadfastly  refuse  to 
have  their  names  presented. 

There  must  be  a  way  out — some  reasonable  plan  to  solve  the 
difficulty — why  not,  in  clubdom,  do  as  municipalities  are  forced 
to  do  in  having  a  city  manager — a  person  who  shares  the  burdens 
of  office  with  efficient  committees,  sections  and  subcommittees. 
Then  the  work  does  not  become  over-strenuous   for  any  one. 

Women  as  a  rule  are  inclined  to  take  themselves  too  seriously 
in  office.  They  try  to  assume  too  much,  leaving  little  or  nothing 
to  others  with  the  result  that  the  end  of  their  regime  finds  them 
broken,  discouraged  and  utterly  unable  to  estimate  their  own  value 
to  the  club  they  have  tried  to  serve  and  to  measure  the  abilities 
of  those   who  make  up   the  personnel  of  the  organization. 

Under  these  conditions  it  is  small  wonder  that  good  material 
gets   scared  and  refuses  office   somewhat  justifiably. 

Nor  must  we  be  too  particular  in  our  choice.  We  must  take 
human  nature  as  we  find  it,  for  "perfection  falls  not  to  the  share 
of  mortals".  However  a  president  should  be  an  executive;  that  is, 
have  the  ability  to  choose  capable  assistants  and  then  have  the 
grace  and  good  sense  not  to  interfere  with  their  duties.  To  bring 
out  the  best  in  club  members,  to  develop  latent  talents  and  to 
encourage  various  and  varied  activities — these  are  necessary 
qualifications. 

A  president  will  then  see  that  the  success  and  progress  of  a 
club  are  not  dependent  upon  herself  alone,  but  that  development 
'takes  place  in  spite  of  her  because  it  emanates  from  many  heads, 
from  many  hands,  from  the  concerted  effort  of  those  who  make  up 
the  club  membership — and  in  this  body  must  the  real  power  ever 
remain. 

Come  now,  will  some  one  of  the  many  eligibles  in  the  club  do 
her  bit  by  us  for  the  coming  year  and  help  to  inaugurate  a  new 
sort  of  presidency,  wherein  the  responsibilities  and  the  work  will 
be  equally  shared.— Zannette  W.  Potter.

AMENDMENT  ADOPTED 
February  26th,   1925 

Section  1  of  Article  VIII  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Nominations  for  office  shall  be 
presented  by  a  Nominating  Commit- 
tee of  five,  selected  by  the  members 
of  the  club  at  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing in  February.  Members  of  the 
club  may  recommend  to  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  the  names  of  any 
member  in  good  standing  as  nominee 
lor  any  office  indicated.  The  Nomi- 
nating Committee  shall  interview 
such  nominees  and  prepare  a  list  of 
nominees  containing  not  less  than 
two  names  for  each  office,  and  such 
list  shall  also  include  the  names  Oi 
all  nominees  recommended  to  the 
committee  by  the  members  of  the 
club  who  have  indicated  their  will- 
ingness to  serve  in  the  offices  indi- 
cated. This  list  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  within 
two  weeks  after  the  appointment  oi 
the  committee,  and  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  post  a  copy  of 
such  list  in  the  club  rooms  and  noti- 
fy the  members  that  such  list  is  so 
posted,  not  later  than  ten  days  prior 
to  the  annual  meeting  in  March.  At 
the  regular  meeting  two  weeks  pre- 
ceding the  annual  election  nomina- 
tions may  be  made  from  the  floor. 
The  names  of  the  persons  so  nomi- 
nated shall  be  posted  with  the  list 
presented  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee at  the  same  time  and  place. 

Election  shall  be  by  ballot  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

Amendment  proposed  to  be  voted 
upon  March  12th  as  requested  by 
the  club  at  last  meeting. 

Article  VIII,  Section  1  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  shall  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Pro- 
vided that  for  the  year  1925  the 
Nominating  Committee  shall  be 
elected  at  the  regular  meeting  on 
March  12th,  1925.  Said  Committee 
shall  present  the  list  of  nominees  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  not 
later  than  12  Noon  of  March  26th, 
and  such  list  shall  be  read  at  the 
regular  meeting  on  March  26th.  All 
nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be 
made  on  March  26th.  Elections 
shall  be  held  on  April  9th.

MOTHER'S  DAY 

May  10,  1925 
By  a  joint  resolution  approved  May  8,  1914,  the  second 
Sunday  in  May  was  proclaimed  by  Mr.  Wilson,  then  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  as  the  one  day  in  the  year  to  be 
set  aside  for  a  public  expression  of  love  and  reverence  to 
the  mothers  of  our  country;  that  day  to  be  known  as 
Mother's  Day. 

The  credit  for  making  this  a  purely  American  custom 
belongs  to  Miss  Anna  Jarvis,  of  Philadelphia,  who  con- 
ceived the  idea  while  arranging  a  memorial  service  in  re- 
membrance of  her  beloved  mother,  in  1908. 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  250  B.  C.  to  1922,  yet  even  although 
Mother's  Day  as  we  know  it,  is  a  latter-day  custom,  never- 
theless we  can  easily  trace  back  for  over  two  thousand  years 
and  see  that  Mothers  have  not  been  disregarded,  and  that 
public  demonstrations  of  filial  love  have  been  in  vogue  for 
many  centuries. 

We  in  America  can  be  doubly  proud  of  the  fact  that  we 
are  the  only  nation  that  has  a  genuine  Mother's  Day,  cele- 
brated over  its  entire  length  and  breadth,  and  the  fact  that 
it  was  an  American  lady  who  inaugurated  it  by  her  tireless 
efforts,  prompted  by  her  reverence  and  respect  for  the  little 
Mother  who  had  passed  on  to  the  Great  Reward. 

It  would  be  well  for  us  all  to  emulate  the  thoughts  of 
Lincoln  when  he  immortalized  these  words:  "ALL  THAT  I 
AM  OR  HOPE  TO  BE,  I  OWE  TO  MY  ANGEL  MOTHER."

Mr.  Todd,  formerly  of  the  London-Paris  Bank,  has  a 
delightful  hobby  to  which  he  has  devoted  some  two  years  of 
his  life  actually  living  in  the  old  homestead  of  George  Wash- 
ington and  studying  original  documents  in  the  archives  at 
Washington,  D.  C. 

He  has  made  some  wonderful  discoveries  of  old  documents 
and  letters  regarding  the  early  days  of  our  nation  which 
have  never  been  published.  Mr.  Todd's  published  story  of  the 
convention  held  by  Washington  and  of  the  great  part  the  little 
Plymouth  church  around  the  corner  played  in  the  most 
crucial  moment  of  our  nation's  history  is  an  inspiring  nar- 
rative.

The  passing  of  Mrs.  Emma  S.  Shertzer  last  Saturday, 
July  25,  while  not  unexpected,  came  as  a  distinct  shock 
to  club  members.  Another  pioneer  among  us  has  passed 
on  to  her  reward.  Life  was  sweet  to  Mrs.  Shertzer  but 
she  faced  the  inevitable  with  a  brave  heart.  A  great 
sufferer  for  many  months  she  often  spoke  lightly  of  the 
great  event,  bidding  her  friends  not  to  weep  when  she 
would  no  longer  be  with  us.  In  fact  one  of  her  out- 
standing traits  was  an  unbounded  cheerfulness  of  spirit 
— a  sort  of  practical  philosophy  about  life  and  things 
that  made  her  an  influence  wherever  she  was  known.  Hers 
was  a  refreshing  frankness — no  one  had  any  doubts  as 
to  where  she  stood  on  any  matter  whatsoever — and  no 
one  ever  doubted  her  sincerity  of  purpose. 

Born  in  Kentucky,  coming  to  Oakland  in  1905,  Mrs. 
Shertzer  identified  herself  prominently  with  civic  and 
social  affairs  in  which  she  was  an  untiring  worker.  She 
was  one  of  thirteen  women  to  organize  the  first  Civic 
Center  in  Oakland — active  member  of  the  National, 
State  and  County  Suffrage  Association — affiliated  with 
the  First  Methodist  Church — member  of  the  Oakland 
chapter,  W.  C.  T.  U. — member  of  board  of  directors  of 
the  Frances  Willard  Home  for  Girls — -member  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League — the  Oakland  chapter  of  American 
War  Wothers — for  years  member  of  the  Republican 
County  Central  Committee — charter  member  of  the 
Oakland  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club — 
and  for  the  past  six  years  Social  Agent  for  the  County 
of  Alameda. 

She  loved  the  Club  dearly  and  counted  hosts  of  friends 
among  the  club  membership.  One  son  is  left  to  grieve 
her  loss.

Mr.  Sturgis'  talk  should  be  of  great  value  and  interest  to 
the  citizens  of  Oakland  because  the  problem  of  planning  for 
the  growth  of  our  city,  providing  for  sufficient  traffic  arteries, 
play  grounds,  recreation  centers,  industrial  districts  ,and  a  well 
planned  beautified  residential  district  are  but  a  few  of  the 
important  problems  to  be  solved  by  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission. A  testimony  of  the  value  of  this  aspect  of  our  city's

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THE  SIGNIFCANCE  OF  OUR  ORGANIZATION 

Not  all  of  us  take  the  Independent  Woman  nor  do  we  find  time 
always  to  read  some  of  the  best  articles  therein,  but  on  page  14  of 
the  October  issue  there  is  a  study  by  Florence  Allen,  Supreme  Court 
Justice  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  called  A  NEW  DECLARATION  OF 
INDEPENDENCE  which  will  prove  most  helpful  and  inspiring  to 
those  interested  in  furthering  the  legislative  program  of  women. 
Follows  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Judge  Allen's  splendid  address 
which  should  whet  the  appetite  and  lead  us  to  our  book  corner  in 
the  directors'  room,  seek  out  our  national  sheet  and  finish  the  article 
in  question: 

This  is  not  merely  a  group  of  self-supporting  women.  It  is  a 
group  of  self-supporting  women,  of  women  who  do  work  so  useful 
that  they  force  the  world  to  pay  them  for  it.  It  is  a  group  of  self- 
supporting  women,  but  it  is  more  than  that.  It  is  a  sisterhood.  And 
so  it  comes  that  although  every  one  of  our  hearts  necessarily  beats 
faster  when  we  cross  the  borders  of  our  own  state,  yet  we  find  home- 
land from  the  East  to  the  West,  from  the  North  to  the  South;  every- 
where this  sisterhood  has  gone,  there  is  friendship  and  companionship 
and  home.  My  friends,  that  is  because  we  have  done  something 
ourselves  that  women  never  had  a  chance  to  do  before.  We  occupy 
a  position  today  which  women  never  will  occupy  after  our  genera- 
tion. We  hold  a  unique  place.  We  have  a  unique  comradeship,  and 
if  ive  understand  our  situation,  we  will  erect  unique  ideals;  we  will 
send  forth  unique  utterances  to  the  world  of  which  we  are  a  part. 

It  in  for  that  reason  that  we  say  not  merely  "business  women  in 
a  business  world"  but  "Better  Business  Women  in  a  Better  Business 
World."  It  is  because  the  urge  within  us  was  not  merely  to  go  out 
and  earn  a  daily  ivage,  but  somehow  to  develop  ourselves  and  grow 
to  our  fullest  capacity,  just  as  a  plant  grows,  irrespective  of  sex, 
because  we  had  this  broader  urge,  because  we  could  not  live  without 
endeavoring  to  be  free.  That  is  the  thing  which  makes  this  group 
significant,  and  that  is  the  thing  which  makes  our  responsibility 
greater.

When  the  news  of  the  Armistice  came  we  tramped  the 
streets  all  night,  shouting  and  cheering,  rang  all  the  church 
bells,  blew  the  whistles,  made  the  sirens  shriek,  and  in  every 
way  made  known  our  joy.  In  the  years  since  then  we  have 
said,  "There  must  be  no  more  war".

But  let  us  indulge  in  a  real  thrill  over  the  news  that 
France,  Germany,  and  Belgium  have  agreed  not  to  make 
war  on  one  another,  and  that  England  and  Italy  stand  back 
of  them  in  that  agreement;  and  further,  that  all  disagree- 
ments shall  in  future  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  or  brought 
before  the  League  of  Nations,  and  that  Germany  shall  join 
the  League. 

There  is  also  an  arbitration  treaty  with  Czecho-Slovakia 
and  Germany.  Now  if  Russia  can  show  a  sufficiently  stable 
government  for  the  other  countries  to  recognize,  and  then 
will  join  in  a  similar  Security  Pact  (as  her  people  would 
undoubtedly  wish  to  do),  the  only  place  on  the  globe 
remaining  warlike  would  be  in  Asia,  China  and  Japan.  And 
with  such  outstanding  examples  in  Europe,  and  the  notable 
position  of  our  own  country  with  regard  to  war,  those  two 
countries  would  be  glad  to  follow,  and  find  other  ways  than 
fighting  for  the  settlement  of  disputes,  without  doubt. 

So  let  us  rejoice  for  the  Locarno  agreement,  as  a  herald 
of  that  peace  on  earth  for  which  we  have  long  prayed.

The  program  on  last  Thursday  evening  touched  one  of 
the  very  highest  points  yet  reached  in  the  life  of  the  club. 
Space  is  not  available  for  a  full  report;  the  Herald  does 
not  aim  to  furnish  after-reports  of  our  programs,  but 
merely  to  announce  them  in  advance,  and  advise  our 
members  of  their  character.  This  meeting  was  so  out- 
standing, however,  that  it  compels  further  notice. 

First,  Mr.  Robertson  brought  forth  laughter  with  his 
delicious  stories,  then  quickly  touching  a  deeper  chord 
with   his   beautiful    philosophy. 

Then,  Mrs.  Maddux  gave  us  so  much  information  con- 
cerning the  conference  at  Honolulu  last  July,  between 
representatives  from  all  the  nations  bordering  the  Pacific, 
that  one  felt  as  tho  a  personal  visit  had  been  made.  In 
her  direct,  logical,  condensed  and  charming  manner  she 
told  us  of  the  heart-to-heart  talks,  where  with  perfect 
frankness  each  delegation  told  its  troubles;  of  the  self- 
sufficiency  of  New  Zealand,  the  almost  sufficiency  of  Aus- 
tralia, the  bitterness  of  the  Filipinos  at  first,  and  their 
complete  winning  over  to  friendliness  and  resolve  to  com- 
mence home  missionary  work  after  the  inspiring  example 
of  Jimmy  Yen  in  China.  That  is  a  story  by  itself,  to  take 
an  entire  evening.  She  told  of  the  real  feeling  in  Japan 
and  China  disclosed  to  those  delegates,  shorn  of  all  plati- 
tudinous diplomacy. 

The  people  around  the  Pacific  know  each  other  better 
now,  and  will  meet  again  in  two  years  for  another  heart- 
to-heart  talk.  In  these  frank,  open-minded,  face-to-face 
talks  lies  the  greatest  hope  and  promise  of  world  peace, 
and  the  message  she  brings  home  is  that  our  country  must 
be  very,  very  careful  to  use  its  great  power  wisely,  for  the 
betterment  of  the  world;  it  has  the  greatest  power,  and  the 
greatest   obligation. — Contributed.

PAID  YOUR  DUES? 

Article  IV,  Sec.  1.  of  our  constitution  says: 

Dues  shall  be  $15.00  for  fiscal  year  from  March  1  to  March  1, 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance.  This  sum  shall  include  national 
and   state   federation   dues. 

Article  IV,  Sec.  3  further  says: 

Any  member  whose  dues  shall  be  unpaid  for  30  days  after  the 
same  has  become  due  shall  be  declared  delinquent  and  shall  not 
be  enljitied  to  vote.  If  such  delinquent  dues  are  not  paid  within 
10  days  thereafter  she  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  provided 
that  notice  shall  have  been  sent  to  her  notifying  her  of  her  delin- 
quency  as   provided   in   this  section. 

Such  member  may  be  re-instated   by  payment   of  regular  dues. 

Now  ladies  this  is  a  serious  matter.  How  many  of  you 
are  really  delinquent,  that  is,  have  not  sent  in  your  dues 
which  became  due  on  September  6?  The  four  weeks 
allotted  to  you  have  passed  and  gone  and  Miss  Clarke  has 
notified  you — then  it  is  up  to  you.  You  helped  to  make 
our  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  you  are  a  law-abiding 
citizen,  are  you  not?  Shall  this  loyalty  be  applied  to 
your  club  organization  as  well  as  to  your  place  in  the 
state  or  nation.  Loyalty  like  charity  should  begin  at 
home.     In  your  own  club,  if  you  will? 

Send  it  your  check  at  once.  Delay  may  mean  embar- 
rassment  all    'round.

3.  A  dictatorship  in  Italy. 

4.  The  abolition  of   the  Khalifat  in  Turkey. 

5.  The  grant  of  autonomy  to  Catholic  Ireland. 

6.  Practical  self-government  accorded  to  three  hundred  and 
twenty-two   million  inhabitants   of   the   Indian   continent. 

7.  The  establishment  of  a  communistic  government  in   Russia. 

8.  The  most  complete  revolution  the  world  has  known,  resulting 
in  a   republican   form  of  government  in   China. 

9.  The  establishment  of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  the  demon- 
stration that  it  does  work  effectively. 

10.  The  Locarno  agreement  between  Germany,  France  and 
Belgium,  to  arbitrate  all  disputes,  Great  Britain  and  Italy  standing 
solidly  behind  it. 

We  have  not  yet  reached  Utopia,  but  nowhere  in  the  world  today 
are  men  advocating  war  as  a  road  to  national  gain.  Universal 
peace  is  nearer  than  ever  before. 

In  our  own  country  it  is  not  now  so  much  a  question  of  pro- 
tection from  those  without  our  borders,  as  insistence  that  those 
within  them  shall  respect  and  obey  the  laws  of  our  country.  And 
that  is  a  battle  to  be  waged,  not  in  bloody  warfare,  but  in  the 
teaching  and  living  of  the  principles  on  which  our  government  is
